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Agency Spotlight - lowa East Central TRAIN

lowa East Central TRAIN's Weatherization Department has
recently partnered with the lowa Quad Cities Rotary Group
and the United States Naval Reserve Construction Battalion
(Seabees) in a project which renovated a four-plex unit to
house homeless and disabled veterans.

The facility was purchased through funding generated by
local Rotary members. The Navy Seabees volunteered on
weekends to complete roofing, drywalling, painting, carpet-
ing, etc. TRAIN's Weatherization Department weatherized
the four units to reduce the heating costs of the building and
to improve safety

Merril Anderson, of the lowa Quad Cities Rotary Group, re-
marked, "TRAIN's assistance weatherizing the units has

made a big difference in the comfort level of the apartments
as well as the costs to heat the units. The veterans living
here have new hope for a better future.”

Reminders

$1 Million Insurance—Effective April 1, 2005 or when con-
tractors renew their contracts with the agency, all weatheriza-
tion and furnace contractors are required to carry $1 million of
insurance. Specifically, contractors are required to carry
$500,000 per occurrence and $1 million in aggregate.

Water Heaters—Natural gas water heaters must have an
efficiency rating of .62 to be eligible to be charged to utility
funds. Electric water heaters much have an efficiency rating of
.89.

Extended Warranties—Please remember that extended war-
ranties, for furnaces, water heaters, refrigerators, etc., are not
a DOE allowable program expense. Therefore, agencies must
cease purchasing extended warranties.

Non-Energy Star Side-by-Side Refrigerators—There are
side-by-side refrigerators that have a high efficiency rating but
not high enough to qualify as being Energy Star—rated. The
cost of these models may be significantly less than the cost of
the Energy Star models. Therefore, it may be more cost effec-
tive to use these models as replacements when a side-by-

side refrigerator needs to be installed.

Our policy has been changed to allow for the installation of a
non-Energy Star side-by-side refrigerator if the model is
“BART-approved”, which means it is run through the BART
program and the BART-calculated replacement rating is less
than the rating of the existing appliance.

Note: If the cost of a replacement side-by-side refrigerator is
going to be charged to a utility contract, the side-by-side must
be Energy Star-rated, per utility company requirements.

Refrigerators with Ice Makers—Most side-by-side refrigera-
tors come with an ice maker. Side-by-side models with ice
makers may be installed, as long as the side-by-side model is
“BART-approved”. In these cases, the agency should not
hook up the ice maker.

Rebates on Furnaces—Effective with the new contracts, if
utility funds are used to pay the entire cost of the furnace re-
placement, rebates should not be requested.
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Mold

Causes of Mold Growth Found

This last winter, a couple of homes had mold problems. Mold
developed on the ceilings near the exterior walls, after Weath-
erization work was completed. During the investigation of the
mold problem, two causes were found.

First, the existing baffles were improperly installed in the attic
near the soffit vents, which restricted the insulation from the
outside wall plate, creating a cold surface on the ceiling in-
side.

Second, the humidity level was higher than normal at 45-70%.
This allowed the indoor humid air to travel to the coolest point
(high to low pressure) near the ceiling next to the outside
walls. When the warm humid air met the cooler surface, it met
its dewpoint temperature, creating moisture that mold needs
to survive.

To solve the problem, the baffles were properly positioned

and insulation was installed over the outside wall plate. The
result of this corrective action was the outer edges of the ceil-
ing were no longer cold and the indoor air was no longer con-
densing there. We also determined what was causing the
high moisture levels and provided client education to the oc-
cupants about how to reduce the levels.

We cannot always control the indoor temperature and humid-
ity level because of everyone’s different lifestyle but, we as
Evaluators, Crews, and Contractors, need to take a little extra
time to look for missed areas of insulation.

Pilot Lights Lit? - Have you ever forgotten to double check
the water heater and furnace to make sure the pilot light was
lit before you left the house? Try this: Before you perform the
pre combustion appliance safety inspection, place your car
keys on top of the water heater. Continue with the evaluation.
Before you leave, you will have to get your car keys; an op-
portune time to make sure the pilot lights are lit on the com-
bustion appliances.

Trouble Reading the Appliance Line Logger? - Do you
ever have trouble reading the line logger because it's behind
the refrigerator or freezer? Try this: Instead of plugging the
line logger directly into the outlet, first plug the extension cord
into the outlet, plug the line logger into the extension cord and

then plug the appliance into the line logger. This will enable
you to see the reading much easier.

Paperwork Getting You Down? - Do you have trouble re-
membering everything that should be in your client files?
What about those contractors files? Have you ever felt like
you were forgetting something? Try this: Create a checklist of
items that have to be in the file. Tape it to the inside cover of
the folder. When you have put the item in the file, check the
item or note the date. And, always put items in the same order
in each file. Combining these two tips will enable you to
quickly assess whether all items are in the file and you will
know exactly where to look in the “stack”.

Many of you have asked exactly what it is | review during a
monitoring visit. Perhaps the items below will help you when
reviewing your own files. And, as always, should you have any
questions, you are more than welcome to give me a call.
Please note these items will be discussed in detail at the April
25th and 26th Administrative/WAMS training in Ames.

e Contracts—Ensure the weatherization and furnace con-
tracts contain all required language. Consider adding all
recommended language as well.

e Contractors Files—Ensure all required information such
as a current signed contract, proof of insurance, copy of
Lead Safe Work Practices certificate if applicable, and
proof of Contractor’s Registration with lowa are in the file.

e House Files—All required tests should be documented
and all required paperwork should be in the files.

e Crews—Files should contain proof of trainings taken.

e Have available for the visit: Priority List, Contracts, Con-
tractors Files, House Files, Crew Files, BART, and the
NEAT Audit.

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Speed Bumps

e Garage leakage testing is still a problem. Garage leakage
testing is required and the results are to be entered in
WAMS. We require garage leakage testing to be done
because of the concern of carbon monoxide entering the
home from a vehicle or other internal combustion engine
source. There is a good article in Home Energy Maga-
zine detailing some of the concerns we have with tuck
under or attached garages. The article sights several
studies that relate to our concern about the house/garage
interface which is why we have put an emphasis on this
zone in our standards. The article is in the March/April
issue of Home Energy. This article also gives reasons
why we should be doing dense pack insulation of tuck
under garage ceilings and making sure that ducts that
pass through these ceilings and garages should be tested
and sealed.

e Results from inspections this year are not as good as they
have been. The statewide average corrective work is at
23.2%. This is the highest it has been since 1995-96 pro-
gram year. The median is 22.6 so you can see how you
stand as far as the other agencies for corrective work.

The numbers do not include reinspections or file correc-
tions.

Water heater jackets are not to be installed on water heat-
ers displaying the ASHRAE 90-1980 standard, manufac-
tured after 1980, or having a warning against adding addi-
tional insulation. Water heaters located in a living area
are also not to be insulated.

Spackling compound should not be used to seal holes on
the exterior of the home. There may be a spackling made
for exterior use but we need to see what other steps may
need to be taken for its proper use in such an application.

Mobile home water heaters that are accessible from the
interior of the home need to be a direct vent type. They
do not get their combustion air or excess air for drafting
from the interior of the home but from the outside. A duct
passes through the underbelly of the home that brings in
combustion air directly to the combustion chamber. The
vent gases pass directly up through the water heater and
out the vent pipe. There is no draft diverter on top of the
water heater.
